A Threat Of Disaster 


A NUMBER OF FACTORS ARE CONTRIBUTING to the present un- 
stable world conditions. Clashes in political ideologies are receiving a great 
deal of attention, and equally alarming are the threats of widespread eco- 
nomic disaster. A report recently made public in Washington by the Inter- 
national Emergency Food Council warned that “the twin problems of food 
and dollar shortages could result in world economic collapse, if not chaos.” 
Thirty-five nations are represented on this council, which serves mainly as 
an agency to allocate scarce foods fairly in areas where there are serious 
shortages, The report, which dealt with the present world ,food situation, 
was far from encouraging and carried a strong note of warning against 
impending disaster.
